CAMELLIAS 


Camellias are not difficult to grow. 
With a reasonable amount of care they will 
grow well, making one of the handsomest of 
all the broad-leaved evergreen blooming 
plants. They are long-lived and less sub- 
ject to disease and insect enemies than 
most other evergreen shrubs. THEY WILL NOT 
TOLERATE LIME OR DRYNESS AT ANY TIME. Most 
of our Western Oregon soil is ideal for 
their growth. With a little additional 
care, inthe way of fertilizing your plants, 
you will be well rewarded with a better 
foliage and growth. In addition to being 
one of the loveliest flowering evergreens, 
the Camellia has become one of the more 
popular blossoms for corsages. 


LOCATION OF NURSERY: 


We are 3 miles north of Salem on the Keizer- 
Chemawa Highway. One-third mile east of Keizer 
School. 

To reach the nursery from Highway 99 W, turn 
west about 3 miles north of Salem at “Totem Pole’’ 
for about 2% miles. This route is by (on north 
side) Chemawa, U. S. Indian School.
